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DR. LUIS MACHADO 
HAVANA, CUBA 
Dr. Luis Machado was born in the city of Guanabacoa, 
Cuba, in 1899. He studied law in the University of Havana 
and is at present active in the profession. He is counselling 
attorney of the American Chamber of Commerce in Cuba, 
and of the National Association of Credit. 


Dr. Machado is very well known in all the business and 
social centers of Havana and in the interior of the republic. 
In 1919, when he had not yet become of age, he formed part 
of the delegation which represented Cuba in the Conference 


of the Versailles Treaty. 


KNOWN FOR WRITINGS 


He is also very well-known in literary circles. He has 
collaborated on numerous occasions with the most important 
newspapers and magazines of Havana, and is the author of 
a book entitled “The Platt Amendment” and of another 
entitled “International Legislation of the Air.” He has lately 
published a notable book, “The Necessity of Adopting in 
Cuba a Policy of External Commerce,” a lecture which he 
delivered at the Cuban Society of Engineers in Havana, and 
which was enthusiastically received and discussed. 


ACTIVE IN SOCIAL WORK 

Dr. Machado has been actively interested in such beneficial 

institutions and activities in the capitol as the Anglo-American 

Association of Beneficence, the “Bando de Piedad” (Society 

for the Protection of Children and Animals). For several 

years he was president of the Y. M. C. A. of Havana, of 
whose board of directors he is yet a member. 


In 1929, Dr. Machado was unanimously elected president 
of the Rotary Club of Havana, having served as treasurer of 
that club in previous years. At the Chicago convention he 
was elected governor of the 25th district for 1930-31. At 
the Vienna convention he was elected director of Rotary 
International for 1931-32.

ORDER OF BUSINESS 
The regular order of business as shown on the program 
shall be strictly adhered to, and new business will be in order 
at each session only at the conclusion of the regular program. 


SPEAKERS—WHO AND WHEN 


No person exclusive of those assigned set speeches and 
discussion shall be allowed to speak more than twice and not 
more than three minutes on any subject without the unanimous 
consent of the Conference. 


RESOLUTIONS 
Resolutions are not to be read from the floor. All 
resolutions must be typewritten on letter size (814 x 11) paper 
and on one side only and delivered in triplicate to the District 
Governor or the Secretary of the Conference not later than 
12 o'clock noon on May 17, 1932. 


WHO MAY VOTE 


Every member in good standing of a member club in the 
District who shall be present at the Conference shall be en- 
titled to vote upon all questions and matters properly pre- 


sented except in the selection of the nominee for District 
Governor. 


CREDENTIALS 
Credential certificates for delegates must be prepared in 
triplicate, one copy to be retained by the club, and two copies 


delivered to the Secretary of the Conference not later than 
8:00 a. m. Tuesday, May 17th. 


VOTE FOR DISTRICT GOVERNOR 


In accordance with Article XII, Section 7, of the By-laws 
of Rotary International, the number of delegates permitted to 
vote for District Governor shall be one for each twenty-five 
club members or a major fraction thereof. Each delegate 
present shall have but one vote. No proxies will be allowed.

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HOW TO NOMINATE DISTRICT GOVERNOR 
Any delegate desiring to present a candidate for the office 
of District Governor shall have the right to do so, upon being 
recognized by the presiding officer. Each nominating speech 
shall consist only of the announcement: “.............--

FAILURE TO NOMINATE 

In the event of no candidate for the office of District 
Governor receiving a majority of votes cast, the one receiving 
the lowest number of votes shall be dropped and another 
ballot taken. Announcement of the hour for the ballots 
necessary subsequent to the first will be made by the presiding 
officer immediately following the report of the Election Com- 
mittee that there has been no election. 


QUALIFIED VOTERS 
The Credentials Committee will supply the Elections 
Committee with a list of qualified voters and it is imperative 
that they receive notice of any change in the delegates or 
alternates, but nothing in this rule shall be construed to prevent 
the permanent substitution of an alternate for a delegate 
during the period of the Conference. 


HOW TO SECURE RECOGNITION 


Any person desiring to secure recognition of the chair is 
required to mention his name and club and either his given name 


- or the word “Rotarian” in place of the Prefix “Mr.” 


PARLIAMENTARY AUTHORITY 
Roberts’ Rule of Order shall be the parliamentary authori 
ty for all matters of procedure not otherwise specifically 
covered.
